We  submitted  a letter  to  Commissioner  Shaw  asking  for  help  with  streamlining  the  tree  trimming 

ZToT'.  S'"cerelv  aPPreciate  her  assistance  in  bringing  BSS  and  DOT  to  the  table  on  January  29, 
2013  to  talk  with  us  about  our  concerns  with  the  process  and  costs. 


The  departments  recognized  that  the  rules  and  fees  have  changed  over  the  last  couple  of  years  due  to 
fiscal  constraints,  but  there  were  signs  of  cooperation. 

Vour  contractor  should  already  be  coordinating  permits  - here's  a summary  for  your  reference: 

1 Urban  Forestry  for  free  trimming  permits. 

Bureau  of  Streets  Services  to  obtain  work  permits:  Tom  Caraballo  of  BSS  can  help  here 
(213)  847-6057  / office  (213)  847-6000  / email  Tom.CaraballoOlacitv.org 

Our  message  of  partnership  did  get  through  because  BSS  said  that  permits  issued  to  BIDs  will  be 
considered  for  a lower  rate  because  of  the  services  we  are  performing. 

In  these  cases  you  should  probably  be  submitting  requests  yourself,  or  at  least  getting  the 
vendor  to  clearly  state  it  is  for  a BID. 

3 Contact  LADOT  for  no  parking  signs. 

LADOT  signs  are  required  and  they  have  to  post  them  and  remove  them. 

Slg,n * ^°u,d  cost  $17  each  and  should  be  one  every  150  feet,  which  is  better  than  the  $35  rate 
and  100  feet  we  understood  to  be  the  case.  (See  side  2) 

• LADOT  said  they  could  be  flexible  on  the  time  frames  and  can  make  changes  with  48  hours 
notice.

Traffic  Control  Plans 

• LADOT  said  that  if  the  work  is  on  a median  or  around  a construction  area,  you  will  have  to 
submit  a traffic  control  plan 

HOWEVER  If  there  are  no  unique  circumstances,  the  LADOT  will  accept  a simple  "watch"  plan 
using  the  BNI  2012  Work  Area  Traffic  Control  Handbook.  Your  vendor  should  know  the  proper 
way  to  mark  lanes  and  other  safety  precautions.

NOTICE  OF  NEW  RATES 

FOR  TEMPORARY  PARKING  AND  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES 
EFFECTIVE  AUGUST  1,  2010 

In  accordance  with  the  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code,  Section  80.08.7,  the  Department  of 
Transportation  shall  charge  and  collect  the  total  costs  for  work,  services  and  material  to  install, 
maintain,  relocate,  and/or  remove  parking  and/or  traffic  control  devices  in  a manner  sufficient  to 
protect  public  safety.  The  Department  shall  estimate  the  amount  of  the  deposit  in  conformity 
with  a schedule  adopted  by  the  General  Manager  on  a semi-annual  or  less  frequent  basis, 
which  sets  forth  and  applies  then  current  salary  schedules  and  verifiable  time  and  materia!  costs 
of  the  City.  The  applicant  requesting  services  shall  deposit  the  sum  estimated  by  the 
Department  to  be  sufficient  to  reimburse  an  costs.
